He reierrod to liaochus, tae 
god ot the wine cup, who gave Circe the wuuil 
ol power that changed the proud followers 
at Ulysses into swlue; and the waud ol intox- 
ication has been trauslormiug Uoa's image iu 
maa iuto the trute ever since. He vividly de- 
scribed a painting in the Luxembourg Gal- 
lery, in Purls, entitled "Kouians During Ihe 
Decline." It was a picture of wealth and the 
utmost breath of sensuous pleasure. All 
were Intoxicated. The wlue cup was pressed 
even to the lips of the gods. Almost every- 
thing that has gone down on earth, frouv tho 
young man iu some obscure country town to 
a nation that was mistress ol the world, has 
ueon started aud hurried to destruction by 
the wine cup. It has withered the laliesi, buds 
of human promise. Its history is the history 
of crlme.oi poverty, ol woe, of misery,wretch- 
edness. God has never made a manwith brain 
large enough to paint tho utter wretchedness 
caused by the intoxicating cup. I havo stood 
am idat tbe heavy shadows ol the Black For- 
ests ol Germany when the wrathful heavens 
wore beating with thundering surge against 
tho barriers ol the breezy pines, and the moan 
and sob aud wailing ol the forest seemed to 
traQHllx one with their agony; ami some times 
by the ocean shore when the storm in proud 
wrath \vulks llic sea It aocms as it a hundred 
broken hosts were sighing out tnefr lives Iroiu 
every mad wave that lasbed tbo shore, but 
what is ihJs compared to lunt ceaseless wail ol 
broken hearts that rises night and day into 
the oar of (lod and never ceases. Hearts bru- 
keu because some one whom they love Is a 
drunkard."
